NAVAL VESSELS, LAND FORCES AND FORTIFICATIONS, 
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For the. second time Major J. W. Jacobs, of the 
Quartermaster-General’s Department, has refused 10 ac- 
cept an Indian brevet conferred upon him by the Presi- 
dent for meritorious service in Indian campaigns during 
the seventies. He was entitled to the brevet rank cf 
Captain for service against the Indians in 1876, when 
he held the rank of 1st Lieutenant, but he declined to 
accept the nomination on the ground that the brevet 
mentioned only one campaign, whereas he had taken 
part in two. The error ws corrected and the nomi- 
nation sent in, and again the Major declined to receive 
the brevet rank. Major Jacobs’ reason for not ac- 
cepting the brevet rank is that he has nothing to gain 
by such action, the brevet rank being less than the rank 
he actually has. Officers of the War Department are 
inclined to believe that Major Jacobs should bave 
aecepted the brevet without question, but, of course, 
he cannot be compelled to do so, and tie matter will 
have to drop. 








The appointment of Lieut. Robert B. Dashiell as 
Assistant Naval Constructor was one of the sur- 
prises of the week. Lieutenant Dashiell resigned for 
the purpose of engaging in private business, but when 
he was offered the post of Assistant Naval Constructor, 
due to the sad death of Naval Constructor Armistead, 
he accepted it. The acceptance of his resignation was 
been had, and the War Department officials are of the 
opinion that a legal opinion should be had upon it 
Within the past few months several of the bureau 
chiefs have been away from the Department, but they 
have. by means of the telegraph, directed the perform- 
ance of any necessary duty connected with their office. 
During their absence this question came up, but noth- 
ing was done about it at the time. 

Rear-Admiral Meade has at last gotten his flagship, 
the New York, and the Rale!gh and Cincinnati away from 
the navy yards. The three vessels left Hampton Roads 
at 3 o’clock on Wednesday last, and are now in the 
West Indies going through a few of the evolutions 
which their commanding officer has had in his mind 
for such a long time. The Minneapolis and Columbia 
will probably not join the fleet until the middle of 
February, and there is every prospect that the Mont- 
gomery will be retained on the duty of testing Southern 
coal for some little time to come. The Atlanta has 
been ordered to remain at Colon, so that the fleet evo- 
lutions will not be extensive, for the present at legst. 
The rendezvous of the fleet will be St. Thomas, and the 
mail address will be St. Lucia. The. new cruiser 
Olympia has been delivered to the Government at 
Mare Island, and will be placed in commission on the 
6th of February. Her officers ave ordered to assemble 
on board of her Jan, 5. 

Aninteresting question has been agitating the War Dept. 
for some time, and the probabilities are’ that the Seere- 
tary will shortly ask for an opinion of the Attorney- 
General upon it. The question is whether a Chief of 
Bureau, when absent from his post, can direct the 
duties of his office, cr whether his authority ceases dur- 
ing such absence. A decision on this point has never 
revoked, and ke was transferred to the Consruction 
Corps, thus securing the benefit of his longevity service 
on the pay rolis of the corps. The appointinent of 
Lieutenant Dashiell of the Construction Corps is in 
pursuance of the policy of Secretary Herbert to make 
this organizatiou one of experts. It is understood that 
he will fill several of the vacancies to occur by men 
who have proved themselves thoroughly at home in 
some particular branch connected with work on the 
Navy's vessels. The Department will thus obtain a 
well-oguipped body to handle the delicate questions re- 
lating to the construction of ships. 


The Navy Appropriation bill was not taken up in 
the House this week, and will probably not be con- 
sidered before the end of next week. The first part of 
the week was occupied by the bill to repeal the dis- 
criminating duty on sugar, and after that was out of 
the way Representative Talbott, who will have charge 
of the Navy bill, was prevented from being present by 
sickness, and other matters were taken up. It is his 
present intention to have the bill considered immedi- 
ately after the disposition of the Administration's 
financial measure early next week. It is expected that 
there will be a hard fight against the provision of the 
bill for an increase of the Navy by Chairman Sayers, 
of the Committee on Appropriations, but Mr. Talbott 
and other members of the Naval Committee are con- 
fident that they will be able to get at least two battle- 
ships, and hope to have the bill pass the entire pro- 
vision. 


The Inspector-General’s report to the Secretary of 
War, greatly decreased in volume, has at last gone to 
the public printer, and the work of revising proof is now 
in progress. It is expected that copies will be ready for 
distribution within a very short time. 


Pressure is being brought to bear upon Army authorities 
to insert in the firing regulations, now under revision, pro- 


vision that officers shall not fire in competition with en- 
listed men. Officers pushing this matter claim that, under 
the present regulations, officers and men are thrown in con- 
tact, thus breeding familiarity, and that this is not con- 
ducive to good discipline. 





FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS—THIRD SESSION 


The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs has subm:tted 
fayerable reports on the following bills: To retire Comdr. 
Augustus G. Kellogg for incapacity contracted in the ser- 
vice; to amend the articles for the government of Navy, 
so as to permit the President to establish the ‘timiis of 
punishment in time of peace; to enact a two-year liniita- 
tion for offenses in the Navy; referring cluim of Comdr. 
Joshua Bishop to Court of Claims; to relieve Medical 
Dir. P. S. Wales from certain charges against him on the 
books of the Treasury Department; to author:ze the ap- 
pointment of cadets from districts not represented by resi- 
dents of such districts. 

Senator Hoar, of Mass., has introduced an amendment 
intended to be proposed to the Naval Appropriation bill, 
appropriating $800,000 for improving the dry dock facili- 
ties at Boston. 

The Senate Committee on Pensions has reported fav- 
orably the bill granting a pension to Mrs. Eunice Ida 
Rhoades, widow of , . Rhoades, late Lieutenant- 
Commander, U. 8. N. 

The bill authorizing the appointment of J. Madison 
Cutts as Captain on the retired list of the Army was 
passed by the Senate Jan. 26. 

The President, Jan. 26, transmitted to the Senate an 
estimate by Lieut.-Col. Gillespie, Corps of Engineers. as 
to the cost of improving Bay Ridge channel and Red 
Hook Channel, N. Y. H. 

The bill to pension the widow of Rear-Admiral S. P. 
Carter, passed by the House, was, in the Senate, referred 
to the Committee on Invalid Pensions, Jan. 26. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs has made a 
favorable report on the resolution which has passed the 
Senate to revive the grade of Lieutenant-General in the 
Army, and it will be taken up in line of the House reso- 
lution on the same subject, previously reported. 

BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 


S. 2664, Mr. Turpie. To increase to the sum of $50 per 
month the pension of the widow of Augustus G. Tassin, 
late Ist Lieutenant. 12th Infantry. 

H. R. 8656, Mr. Curtis, of New York. That on and after 
Jan. 1, 1900, all vacancies in the grade of 2d Lieutenant 
in the Army shall be filled by appointment from the gradu- 
ates of the Military Academy so long as any such remain 
in the service unassigned; and any other vacancies existing 
annually at the date of assignment of the several graduating 
classes shall be filled by the appointment under existing 
law, first, of meritorious enlisted men: Provided, That the 
said enlisted men shall have performed extraordinary acts 
of gallantry, and, second, of persons from civil life. 

See. 2. That from and after the passage of this act ap- 
pointment of cadets to the U. S. Military Academy from the 
Army shall be made as herein provided in addition to those 
now authorized by law. 

Sec. 3. That commencing with the year 1896 and every 
alternate year thereafter, one cadet shall be appointed 
from each of the odd-numbered regiments of cavalry, artil- 
lery and infantry; and commencing with the year 1897, and 
every alternate year thereafter, like appointments shall be 
made from each even-numbered regiment of cavalry, artil- 
lery and infantry, and from the battalion of engineers. 

Sec. 4. That to secure the selection of proper candidates 
for appeintment as cadets, as contemplated in section 3, of 
this act, each troop, battery and company commander will 
report to his regimental commander (the commander of each 
company of engineers will report to the chief of engineers) 
on Jan. 1 of the year in which an appointment is to be made 
from his regiment or from the battalion of engineers, the 
names of the meritorious enlisted men of his troop, battery 
or company who, in the opinion of the said commander, by 
education, character, conduct and service, are best fitted for 
said appointment; the report will contain a description of 
the candidate and a statement of his length of service, his 
character as to fidelity and sobriety, his physical qualifica- 
tions and mental abilities, the extent to which his talents 
have been cultivated, his fitness generally for the appoint- 
ment, and the method by which the selection was made. 
Candidates so recommended must have served at least two 
years in the Army, must be unmarried, must be between the 
ages of 18 and 24 years and must be citizens of the United 
States if 21 years of age or older, and if not 21 years of 
age, must be the sons of citizens. On receiving the reports 
of the troop, battery and company commanders the regi- 
mental commander will forward the papers with appropriate 
remarks to the department commander, who shall, on or be- 
fore the first day of March of each year, assemble a board 
to consist of five officers (three of whom shall be officers of 
the regiment from which the candidates are selected, the 
other two to be medical officers) to make a competitive ex- 
amination of the candidates from each regiment. The Secre- 
tary of War will convene the board for the examination of 
the candidates from the battalion of engineers. The func- 
tions of the medical members of the board shall be confined 
to a physical examination. 

Sec. 5. That when each board shall have examined and 
passed upon the candidates, it will prepare a tabulated state- 
ment showing the order of their relative merit as developed 
by the examination, and forward the proceedings with all 
papers pertaining thereto, through the regimental and de- 
partment commanders, to the Adjutant-General, with recom- 
mendation as to the most successful competitor, who, having 
passed the examination provided for in section 6 of this 
act, shall be appointed a cadet at the U. 8S. Military Acad- 
emy. The board will also recommend one candidate from 
each regiment, next in order of merit deemed fitted for ap- 
pointment, with a view to his designation as alternate; the 
alternates, in the discretion of the Secretary of War, shall 
receive the appointments should their principals fail to pass 
the final physical examination as provided in section 6 @f 
this act, also in the event that any of said principals should 
decline appointment or should die before admission to the 
academy. Should any regiment or the battalion of engineers 
fail to furnish a suitable candidate, then the most merito- 
rious of the remaining alternates, without regard to regi- 
ment, shall be eligible for appointment after passing the 
final examination. : 

Sec. 6. That successful competitors for appointment as 
cadets from the Army shall be érdered by the Secretary of 
War to report to the Superintendent of the Military Acad- 
emy annually in June of each year for physical examina- 
tion only, and upon passing said examination shall be at 
once admitted to the academy as cadets and discharged as 
enlisted men. Should any principal fail to pass the physical 
examination the alternate from that regiment, should one 
have been recommended as an alternate, selected as pro- 
vided for in section 5, shall be ordered to report to the 
superintendent, and if found qualified shall be appointed. 

Sec. 7. That candidates will not ve permitted to compete 
for appointment more than twice from any regiment or the 
battalion of engineers. 

Sec. 8. That should any cadet, appointed as herein pro- 
vided, be declared deficient in studies or discipline by the 
— board, an appointment in lieu thereof shall not be 
made. 

Sec. 9. That the Secretary of War be, and he is herehy, 
authorized to prescribe rules and regulations to govern the 
action of company commanders in selecting candidates, and 
the system of examination of the said candidates which is 
provided for by section 4 of this act. 

Sec. 10. That all acts or parts of acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act are hereby repealed. 


NAVAL APPROPRIATION BIL. 

Following are the items of legislation In the Naval Ap- 
propriation bill as reported to the House, by the Commit- 
tee on Naval Affairs, Jan, 25: 

Provided, That hereafter no officer of the Navy shall be 





depr:ved of sea-duty pay while attached to a vessel ‘in com- 
mission by reason of assignment to duty as a member of 
naval court martial, court of inqu.ry or board, or to Other 
temporary duty, or by reason of being sent to a naval hos. 
pital for temporary treatment. 

For arms and equ‘pment connected therewith, and for the 
printing of necessary books of instruction, for naval militia of 
various States, under such regulations as the Secretary of the 
Navy may prescribe, $25,000. 

That nothing herein contained shall deprive the 
Secretary of the Navy of the authority to cause the 
necessary repairs and preservation of the U. S. ship Hart. 
ford, or to order repairs of ships damaged in foreign waters 
or on the high seas, so far as may be necessary to bring them 


e. 

That the Superintendent of the United States Naval Acad. 
emy shal’ have ye to convene general courts martial for 
the trial of naval cadets, subject to the same limitations ang 
conditions now existing as to other general courts martial, 
and to approve the proceedings and execute the sentences of 
such courts, except the sentences of suspension and dismissaqj, 
which, after having been approved by the Superintendent 
shall not be carri into effect until confirmed by the Presj- 
dent: Provided, ‘That when the Superintendent is. the ac. 
cuser or prosecutor the court shal] be convened by order of the 
President. 

Undrawn clothi For oqyment to discharged soldiers for 
clothing undrawn, $23,000; rovided, That no other fund ap. 
propriated by this act shall be used for such purpose. 

Leage: For panenge of officers travelling ender orders with 
out troops, $8,000. nd hereafter officers of the Marine Cor 
a under orders without troops shall be allowed the 
same mileage as is now allowed officers of the Navy travelling 
without troops. 

That for the purpose of further increasing the naval estab- 
Lishment of the United States, the President is hereby au- 
thorized to have constructed by contract three seagoing co.st- 
line battleships designed to carry the heaviest armor and 
most powerful ordnance upon a displacement of about 
10,000 tons, to have the highest rections speed for vesse!s 
of their ciass, and to cost, exclusive of armament, not exceed. 
ing $4,000,000 each; and 9 torpedo boats of from 100 to 300 
tons each, at the discretion of the Secretary of the Navy, a 
a cost not to exceed an qrereap of $170,000; and the Svc. 
retary of the Navy is further directed to construct three ad- 
ditional torpedo boats of from 100 to 300 tons each, at a cost 
not to exceed an average of $170.000, one of which shall be 
constructed at the Brooklyn Navy Yard, Brooklyn, N. Y.; 
one at the Norfolk Navy Yard, Norfo'tk, Va., and one at the 
Mare Island Navy Yard, Mare Island, Cal.; and in the con- 
struction of all said vessels. And provided further, That one 
of said battleships shall be named Kearsarge. 


RECENT DEATHS. 


Marshal Canrobert, a distinguished and gallant officer of 
the French Army, died at Paris Jan. 28. He was grad- 
uated from Saint Cyr in 1828. He went on horseback 
every day until he was 80 years of age. He wore his 
uniform for the last time in 1892, at the marriage of his 
daughter. His ideal of a military man was Napoleon L., 
and to a question about the Dattle which he liked best to 
remember, he replied: “Saint Privat, where for eight 
hours I whipped the Royal Prussian Guard, commanded 
by Wilhelm and von Moltke!” 

Mrs. Harriet Child Ingersoll, widow of Maj. Edward 
Ingersoll, U. S. A., died at Springfield, Mass., Jan. 27. 
Major Ingersoll, who was on duty as Paymaster of the 
Springfield Armory for many years, died Jan. 28, 1891. 

Naval Constructor Samuel W. Armistead, U. S. N., 
who was struck by a parting hawser when the new 
cruiser Olympia was delivered to the Government, Jan. 
26, died at Mare Island, Cal., Jan. 28. The deceased 
officer was appointed to the Naval Academy from Vir- 
ginia, and was graduated first in his class, in 1882. After 
a course in the Royal Naval College, at Greenwich, Eng- 
land, he secured leave and superintended the building of 
the cruiser Marblehead for her contractors. He was ap- 

ointed Assistant Naval Constructor, July 1, 1887, and 

Yaval Constructor March 17, 1892. He leaves a wife and 
four children, the youngest only a> week old. 

Gen. Francis Darr, a distinguished officer of Volunteers 
during the war, died Jan. 26 at his home in Wayne, near 
Philadelphia, Pa. He was born in Cincinnati, in 1833. 
During the Mexican War his father equipped a regiment, 
and Gen. Darr, then a boy, fired with martial ardor, left 
home and tried to enlist, but was rejected on account of 
his youth. He crossed the plains in 1850, during the 
California gold fever, and spent a few years on the Pa- 
cific Slope. In 1861, at the outbreak of the Rebellion, he 
was appointed Lieutenant and Quartermaster of the 10th 
Ohio Volunteers, and soon after was appointed to the 
Sub. Department, and served successively on the staffs 
of Generals Rosecrans, Buell, and Foster. He partici- 
pated in the battles of the West Virginia campaign, Mur- 
freesborough, Shiloh, and in the occupation of North Caro- 
lina. He resigned in 1864, and at the close of the war 
received the brevets of Lieutenant-Colonel, Colonel, and 
Brigadier-General for his services; the latter brevet for 
faithful and meritorious services in the Subsistence De- 
partment, and Provost Marshal-General’s Department. 
General Darr was President Lincoln’s personal selection 
to succeed Gen. E. R. S. Canby in command at New York 
City after the riots. Having large means, mostly in- 
herited from his father’s estate, General Darr retired 
from active business three years ago. He leaves a wife 
and four children. One daughter is the wife of Capt. D. 
A. Lyle, Ordnance Corps; one daughter is unmarried, 
and there are two sons, Francis J. A., who resigned from 
the Army in 1887 (Lieutenant, 12th Inf.), and Wood 
Darr. Francis J. A. Darr is now connected with the 
house of Hilton, Hughes & Co. 

A memorial service for Ensign William A. Snow, Jr., 
U. S. N., was held in the Congregational Church, Win- 
chester, Mass., Jan. 20, 1895. Among the decorations 
was a cross and broad purple ribbon which had been used 
at the obsequies at Montevideo. Rev. D. A. Newton, 
pastor of the church, spoke of the briliant future 
which seemed awaiting him, and read a_ letter 
from Frof. E. K. Rawson, U. S. N., who was 
Chyplain at the Academy during his cadet life, 
and a “7m written by his former teacher of 
the high school, Mr. F. M. Hawes. Rey. Chas. R. Sey 
mour, of Bennington, Vt., a former pastor of the church, 
spoke of his Christian boyhood and youth. Rev. Thomas 
B. McLeod, D. D., of Brooklyn, N. Y., spoke of him as an 
exemplary young man, and testified to his sterling worth 
and Christian character. Prof. Charles H. Lenard, D. 
D., of Tufts College, spoke of his nobility of character. 
The Weber quartet, of Boston, rendered the following 
selections: “Gathering Home,” “Oh, Paradise,” “Nearer, 
My God, to Thee,” and “Shall We Meet Beyond the 
River?’ ‘The ushers were ten young men, classmates of 
Mr. Snow from early childhood. Ensign Snow entered 
the Naval Academy in 1886, and was graduated in 1890 
After his two years’ cruise as Cadet on the Pensacola 
and San Francisco, he was made Ensign in 1892 and as- 
signed to the Atlanta. He went to Brazil on the New 
York in December, 1893, and was transferred to the De- 
troit in Rio.

Mrs. Mary Dwight Foote Cummins, wife of 1st Lieut. 
Albert S. Cummins, Adjutant, 4th Art., and daughter of 
Mr. George Foote, of Detroit, Mich., died at Washington 
Barracks, Washington, D. C., at 11:15 a. m., Tuesday, 
Jan. 29. Mrs. Cummins had been seriously ill only since 
Dec, 18. She was known and highly thought of by a 
large circle, and will be sadly missed, especially in her 
husband’s regiment and in the Artillery at large, where 
she was a great favorite, because of her artistic tem- 
perament and ever-pleasant ways. She leaves one daugh- 
ter, Ruth, yet a child, and a sorrowing husband, who have 
the deep sympathy of many friends. The funeral exer- 
eises were held at Mr. Cummins’ quarters on Thursday, 
Jan. 31. The interment was private, at Arlington. 

Col. Nathan Ward Osborne, 5th Inf., an officer of long 
and meritorious services, died at St. Augustine, Fla., Jan. 
30, of Bright’s disease. At the time of his death he was 
on sick leave. Colonel Osborne was a native of Mas- 
sachusetts, born Sept. 5, 1834, and was appointed a 
tain 13th U. S. Inf., from civil life, May 14, 1861. He 
served with credit during the war, receiving the brevet 
of Major for his gallantry at the siege of Vicksburg. He 
was promoted Major in 1873, Lieutenant-Colonel in 1882, 
and Colonel in 1888. The deceased was an officer of 
sterling merit, devoted to the duties of his profession. 

Brig.-Gen. Stephen Vincent Benet, U. S. Army, retired, 
died at Washington, D. C., on Jan, 22, his 6Sth birthday, 
he having been born Jan. 22, 1827, at St. Augustine, 
Fla. He studied at Hallowell’s School in Alexandria, 
Va. and then at the University of Georgia, and at the 
U.S. Military Academy, where he was graduated in 1849, 
standing third in his class. He was appointed to the 
Ordnance Corps, and served at Watervliet Arsenal, at 
Washington, at Frankford Arsenal, again at Washington, 
and then at the St. Louis Arsenal. In 1859 he became 
Assistant Professor of Geography, History, and Ethics 
at West Point, and from 1861 to 1864 was Instructor of 
Ordnance and the Science of Gunnery, after which, until 
1869, he was in command of Frankford Arsenal. In 
1869 he was made Assistant to the Chief of Ordnance, 
and in 1874, on the death of the Chief of the Department, 
he sueceeded to the position, with the rank of Brigadier- 
General. He translated Jomini’s “Political and Military 
History of the Campaign of Waterloo” (New York, 1853), 
and he is the author of a treatise on “Military Law and 
the Practice of Courts-Martial” (1862), and “Electro- 
Ballistie Machires and the Schultze Chronoscope” (1866). 
General Benet leaves a widow, who was formerly Miss 
Laura A. Walker, of Richmond, Ky., and two sons. One 
is Capt. J. Walker Benet, Ordnance Corps, U. m 4a 
and the other Lawrence Vincent Benet, who resides in 
Paris, France, the representative of the Hotchkiss Gun 
Co. This is the record, in brief, of a distinguished officer 
who has left the imprint of his ability and energy upon 
the Ordnance Department of the Army.

N., be called to Cambridge to take 
the Professorship of Modern History, which was left 
vacant by the death of Sir John Seeley two weeks ago. 
The writer says: “Captain Mahan’s contribution to his- 
tory is not easily measured by academic standards, for it 
rises into the higher plane of statesmanship. The weuk- 
est point of the suggestion is that Captain Mahan_pos- 
sibly will prefer active life in the United States Navy, 
but there is no reason why the offer should not be made.

The work of be- 
gimning the reconstruction of the Navy was admirably 
plarned in the bureau under your charge. The continuous 
and arduous work carried on by you since that time has 
impaired your health and entitles you to sultable recogni- 
tion of Congress. If granted, it will not_be unwisely or 
unworthily bestowed. Yours very truly, W. E. Chander.”

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ORPNANCE NOTES. 


The Cramps have sett the Naval Ordnance Bureau an 
interesting letter, stating that the application of the 
Thompson electric heating process to harveyed surfaces 
for the purpose of softening them locally to admit of 
drilling, proves highly successful. “The Bureau is to be 
congratulated,” the letter adds, “on the discovery of an 
economical expedient by which the most serious difficulty 
in the use of the harveyed system has been overcome.” 


Navy Department officials are highly gratified with the 
excellent results obtained from the 6-in. smokeless powder 
manufactured at the Newport Naval Station. The highest 
velocity obtained with this powder was 2,495 ft. per 
second, with only 15.1 tons pressure, in a gun of 40 
calibers. The Troisdorf 6-in. wder, which was also 
tested under almost similar conditions, gave as its highest 
yelocity only 1,904 ft. per second, with 15.y tons pressure, 
in a 35 caliber gun. 


A despatch from Pittsburg, Jan. 19, says: “The Ster- 


ling Steel Company, near McKeesport, will resume opera- 
tions in full on Monday morning. The reason for the 
resumption is that the company has received a large order 
from the Government for the Wheeler-Stirling projectiles 
of various sizes. An additional reason is said to be the 
presence in the city of T. Fukushima, an agent of the 
Japapese Government, who is said_to be buying pro- 
jectiles from the Sterling Company. He axmits that he is 
buying Government supplies, but does not say that he is 
af-er munitions of war.” 


The test of the experimental 14-in. Carnegie plate will 
take place on Saturday, at the Indian Head Proving 
Grounds. This plate was originally 17 ins. in thickness, 
but was machined down to its present dimensions. Fol- 
lowing the test of this plate, quite a number of others will 
take place during the next two months. Just 2,037 tons, 
composing four groups of armor, are promised to be ready 
during that period. The ballistic plates to be tried are an 
i8-in. plate, representing 614 tons of armor for the s‘de 
of the battle-ship Oregon; an 18-in. plate, representing 614 
tons of armor, for the side of the battle-ship Massach- 
nsetts, and two 15-in. plates, representing 287 tons of 
armor each, for the 13-in. turrets of the battle-ship 
Indiana and Oregon. One of these, the 15-in. plate for the 
turrets of the Indiana, will be tested at Reading, Pa., and 
he remainder will be tried at the Indian Head Proving 
(jrounds. 

By experiments conducted with loaded shell, at the 
indian Head Proving Grounds, on Wednesday, the superi- 
ority of gunpowder over guncotton so far as destructive- 
ness is concerned, was clearly shown. Two 4-in. shells, 
manufactured by the United States Projectile Company, 
were discharged in powder chambers, the first loaded with 
wdinary black powder and the second with wet gun- 
cotton. The powder shell smashed the chamber and set 
fire to the woodwork, and the wet guncotton, while it 
made a great noise, did comparatively little damage. 
These experiments were made as a result of the battle 
of the Yalu River, during which, according to the reports 
received at the Navy Department, powder shells dis- 
harged inflicted incalculable damage, setting fire to the 
woodwork of the ship and causing splinters to fly in all 
directions, to the injury of the sailors in the vicinity. The 
experiments ‘with powder for use in shell, will be con- 
tinned by the Naval Ordnance Bureau, and if the resuits 
continue ito be as satisfactory, the probabilities are that, In 
future, the shells for the ships of the Navy will be loaded 
with it, instead of the high explosives now in use. 


The Ordnance Department of the Army has just made 
public the report of the test of the 6-pounder Driggs- 
Schroeder rapid-fire gun, held in connection with the 
trials of similar calibered guns at the Sandy Hook Prov- 
ng Grounds last summer. The report states, in describ- 
ng the mechanism, that the main cam has a hexagonal 
hearing on the main bolt. Its interior surface inclines up- 
ward to the rear, and when the cam is turned to the rear, 
for opening, this permits the block to descend, the lower 


rear corner of the cam taking on the interior bottom sur- + 


face of the block and forcing it down. ‘“‘Conversely,” the 
report continues, “in the latter part of the closing motion, 
that same upper front face taking under the incline 
pushes the block up into place and then slightly takes 
under the curved surface; in this position the downward 
thrust of the block has no tendency to turn the cam, and it 
is, therefore, held rigidly and securely in place. The ex- 
tractors, one on each side, lie flat against the rear face of 
the tube of the gun, and in recesses in the front face of 
the block. The rear sides of the tails of these extractors 
form cam surfaces; the lower front corners of the block 
are similarly surfaced, the curves being slightly eccentric 
to the main bolt, so that after the block has been ‘ow- 
ered, during its rotation, its cam surfaces take upon the 
extractor tails, pressing them forward, and, consequently, 
bringing the extractor heads to the rear and throwing 
the cartridge case out. These bearing surfaces are so ad- 
justed that the motion is slow at first, with a powerful 
leverage; toward the latter part of the rotation of the 
block the motion imparted is qui¢k. The motion of rota- 
tion merges gradually and easily into that of vertical 
translation. The sights used on Driggs-Schroeder guns 
have been designed with the object of securing fine, ac- 
curate alignment, and at the same time providing the 
ordinary notch and point, for use at close quarters, or 
when rapidity of fire is more important than extreme ac- 
curacy. An essential feature of sights for rapid-fire guns 
is that they shall be capable of rapid chunges of setting 
and with but one hand. They must also remain securely 
in the position in which they are left. The present sights 
accomplish this. For accurate shooting the rear sight 
has double cross wires and the front sight single wires. 
The advantages of this arrangement are that the gun can 
be pointed almost as accurately as with a telescopic sight 
and ‘that there is a clear field about the target. The action 
of the mechanism, in manipulation and deliberate firing, 
was found to be satisfactory, except that the short chain 
lanyard connecting the sear with the trigger of the pistol 
grip was not strong enough for the purpose. It was 
broken a number of times. during the test, and after the 
217th round was replaced by a small] wire rope, which did 
not break.” fy . 


ARMY UNIFORMS. 

Second Lieut. Charles De Lano Hine, 6th U.S. Inf., read 
before the Officers’ Lyceum, Fort Thomas, Ky., Dec. 20, 
1894, a paper on the subject of “Uniform,” which is 
worthy of general attention. He showed the result of 
effective dress upon discipline in increasing the im- 
protance of the individual, and hence of the mass. As to 
the kind of uniform to be worn, Lieutenant Hine says: “It 
must be comfortable, durable and adapted to the ever- 
varying circumstances of a soldier’s life. It must be more: 
it must be so distinctly characteristic as to make its 
wearer sacred. It must fit well, not so tightly as to inter- 
fere with freedom of movement, but snugly enough to 


show the ‘beauty of the wearer’s figure. Lieutenant Hine 
would make some radical reductions in the uniform, and 
issue a regulation forbidding officers and enlisted men on 
the active list to wear civilian dress, either on or off duty, 
whether at a military post or not, except when on leave 
of absence, when on secret service, or when given special 
permission, such permission not to be given oftener than 
say once or twice a month.” Continuing, he says: 


Just as the flag should be protected by law from desecra- 
tion for advertising purposes, so should the uniform of its 
defenders be protected by statute from insult and ridicule. 
United States courts have the power to punish for cob- 
tempt on the spot. It would not seem a too great exten- 
sion of this principle to give authority to an officer or 
soldier, when semen voll insulted, or ridiculed while in uni- 
form, to arrest the offender and turn him over for trial to 
the nearest officer of a Federal court. So wholesome a 
spirit of respect would be engendered that very few prose- 
cutions would be necessary. In peace the civil law must 
be supreme, and since the final disposition would not lie 
with the military authorities, that principle would not be 
violated. Any person unjustly prosecuted would have his 
remedy at law. On the other hand, the military punish- 
ment of a wearer for publicly disgracing his uniform 
sheuld be severe. 

Members of the National Guard, when on duty, should 
be permitted to wear the uniform of the Army, since they 
are liable at any time to be called into the service of the 
United States. Students of military schools should, of 
course, be allowed to wear a cadet uniform. All other per- 
sons, including discharged soldiers, should be prohibited 


by law m wearing, copying, or in any way infringing 
upon the uniform of the Army. It should be distinctively 
sacred. 


A doubter asks: “You talk about making everybody in 
the service wear uniform. What would you do with those 
officers in Washington who never wear uniform from one 
President’s reception to another?’ The answer is: Put 
them back in uniform right away, quick; the sooner the 
better. If they should sleep in uniform the rest of their 
lives, they would not make up for the glorious time they 
have lost. All honor to those officers who, declining to 
avail themselves of the privilege now accorded of wearing 
civilian evening dress at military posts, make it an in- 
variable rule to appear in blouses at all functions on the 
post. An officer will march all of a hot summer’s day 
without thinking of unbuttoning his blouse and then in 
midwinter appear in the hop room in eveDing dress, be- 
cause it is cooler!! Full dress should be relegated to the 
age, whose necessities gave it birth. At one fell swoop 
all mention of helmets, chapeaux, their plumes and trim- 
mings, dress coats, dress belts, epaulettes, and shoulder 
knots should be effaced from the regulations. ‘The. in- 
creased demands for ammunition and the extended theatre 
of modern operations will require all available transporta- 
tion for other purposes than the carrying around of a lot 
of useless uniform. Every officer has from $100 to $200 
invested in uncomfortable full dress unirorm, which lhe 
wears mainly for parade and court-martial duty. It costs 
the Government about $50,000 per year to provide full 
dress for the enlisted men, to say nothing of about 
$15,000 similarly spent on the militia. If this money 
must be appropriated, why not organize battalion bands 
for the smaller posts. There can be no comparison 
between the really inspiring qualities of a band of music 
and the doubtful benefit of a lot of unnatural garments. 
Then, too, a band is attractive to the community at large, 
and in various ways helps to bring the Army in touch 
with the people. Clean, nice clothes are always an in- 
spiration, and should be worn on occasions of ceremony. 
The helmet could well be replaced by a fresh campaign 
hat, that sensible piece of headgear, which is always so 
taking with civilians. Then, when the parade hat and 
clothes get old, take them for marches and rough use, 
thus getting their full wear. If parade must be character- 
ized by extra frills, let us turn out in leggings or in march- 
ing order and show people that we mean business, not 
play. 

The present blouse for enlisted men is « military gar- 
ment, admirably adapted to its purposes. The brass but- 
tons are an attractive feature, and it is believed should be 
restored to the officers’ blouse. The new blouse has been 
tried and found wanting for that most Important at- 
tachment, a pistol belt, and a return to the old, well- 
tested blouse would seem wise. The demand for a gradual 
return to the old blouse is more widespread than the re- 
cent vote would indicate. So many of the married officers 
have large families and so many of the bachelors expensive 
suns girls that they voted against the cost of another 
change, 

Some officers advocate distinctive trimmings or marks 
for each regiment. The writer does not believe that the 
general uniformity should be thus sacrificea. The same 
result may be obtained by having the numbers and letters 
count for more, by making them of gold for officers and of 
silver for enlisted men. The badge should be permanently 
fastened to the forage cap and to every kind of head- 
dress. It should be placed in miniature on the blouse 
collar of both officers and men in place of the preseat 
unsightly numbers. The present excellent badges and de- 
vices and all brass buttons should include the letters 
“U. S.,” to distinguish the regulars from the State troops. 
The latter should have the “U. S.” replaced by the ab- 
breviation of their State. 

The present foray cap, which makes us gray and bald 
in our twenties, anu needs adjusting every other time we 
turn around, is shortly to be replaced, it is hoped, by the 
more sensible cap, suggested by the cavalry. The forage 
cap can, without inconvenience, be attached to the belt 
while on the march, and, being neat and military in ap- 
pearance, should be retained as the partner of the cam- 
paign hat. In cold latitudes a fur cap is necessary. The 
campaign hat, properly ventilated, is cool enough for sum- 
mer wear in ordinary climates. For very hot places a 
white cap or hat, absolutely uniform, should be issued. 
The present white helmet is clumsy, unwieldy and un- 
comfortable. The nondescript straw hat, twenty different 
styles of which may be seen at most posts, should be 
tabooed. A few of us have found it possible to serve com- 
fortably for several years without ever wearing a straw 
hat or tan shoes with uniform. Their usual accompanti- 
ment is a polka-dotted tie, a feature which is quickly 
copied by the men in the wearer’s company, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the regulations very properly it only 
a plain black tie for both officers and men. If tan shoes 
are better than black, by all means adopt them when we 

et the long-promised perfect shoe, but, whatever we do, 

t us have uniformity and not let our men wear non- 
descript shoes with uniform. Officers should be required 
by regulation to procure shoes of a uniform pattern, rather 
than any kind fancy may dictate. So also should they 
be required to have their white collars of a uniform pat- 
tern, preferably the neat and becoming clerica] collar 
issued to enlisted men. As jt is, many officers wear civilian 
collars with uniform and, in spite of regulations, the men, 
tempted by the bulletins of the exchange to purchase 
the latest styles in collars and follow the example of 
the officers. All these things savor too strongly ef the con- 


ditions obtaining among raw troops to be permitted in a 
well-disciplined Army. The blouses of both officers and 
men should be worn buttoned throughout whenever out of 
quarters. Indoors the blouse should be buttoned on the 
approach of an officer. There is no better test of the 
discipline of a command than the way in which the blouses 
are kept buttoned. Habit soon accustoms one to a blouse 
and it can be worn buttoned without discomfort in the 
hottest weather. The minute the blouses begin to be worn 
unbuttoned ‘harm results, for the men become slouchy in 
other matters. Off duty, the overcoat should be per- 
mitted to be worn unbuttoned, even in an officer’s pres- 
ence, provided the buttoned blouse a rs underneath. 
At times it may be desirable to leave off the blouse out of 
doors. In this case, a uniform belt should ‘be provided 
awl worn, instead of suspenders, to support the trousers, 
and the wearing of the uniform blue shirt insisted upon. 
Thus clad, the man will, when a proper forage cap and 
shoes are adopted, require no other suit for outdoor ts. 
The Army should stick to its uniform, even in athletic 
contests. The present blue shirt is too heavy for wear 
the year round and should be made lighter. Perhaps gray 
would be a better color for the shirt. 

When a command goes into camp the tendency, under 
present conditions, is to throw aside every possible restric- 
tion as to dress. On the target range, all sorts of hats. 
shoes and etriped shirts are worn. The brown canvas 
trousers are substituted for the blue at pleasnre. It is not 
unusual to see two men of the same company im s0- 
called uniform, without a single point of similarity in 
their dress. The conditions of garrison life are all wrong if 
they must be disregarded the instant we begin practical 
field work. A white shirt may be issued for wear under 
the blouse, but is not absolutely necessary, as ithe white 
collars and cuffs can be attached to the blouse. White 
collars should not be worn with field outfit, but for long 
necks a blue kerchief, of silk for officers, of cloth for 
men, might be issued. Officers should have a uniform 
blue shirt, like the men’s, but of finer quality, thus elim- 
inating any excuse for a nondescript garment. 

The regulations permit a vest for officers, but custom 
confines its wear to those of advancing years. This un- 
military garment is very properly left out of the list for 
enlisted men, yet at some posts nearly every man has 2 
vest which, when he happens to remove his blouse, is 
unpleasantly conspicuous. If he has small brass buttons 
on his vest, he will erroneously make it an excuse for 
wearing his blouse unbuttoned. The umbrella is not a 
military utensil and its use with uniform should not be 
tolerated, Officers and men should have rubber coats 
of an absolutely uniform pattern, and not be allowed to 
wear any kind of a rain coat that may suggest itself. 

The present trousers, canvas clothing, gloves, cape and 
leggings seem to be so well adapted to their purposes as 
te require no comment. The wearing of white clothing 
should be restricted to southern latitudes. The clumsy 
cavalry ‘boot is being replaced by the more comfortable 
legging. The various kinds of overcoats seem to require 
no change, except that the officers’ overcoat should be 
arranged for wearing the belt outside. Assuming thatthe 
revolver, and possibly the knife bayonet, will be the only 
weapons carried by the officer of the future, the belt will 
probably be a handsome, woven affair, with places ‘for 
both rifle and revolver cartridges. An officer should never 
be burdened with carrying a rifle of any kind, but emer- 
gencies may arise making it desirable for him to have am- 
munition to use in the rifle snatched from a sick.or dis- 
abled man. 

Since the sash for regimental officers was abolished, 
there is no way of distinguishing the officer of the day or 
other officers on important duty. A unform ailk scarf 
worn around the arm would answer the purpose and would 
not be difficult to transport. 

The restrictions as to officers’ uniform, above advocated, 
must not be understood as implving that the officer’s rank 
does not convey privileges. Far from it. . Experience 
shows that the uniform of the officer, conforming to the 
same general requirements, must be richer than that of 
the men he commands. After making due allowance for 
the different conditions of their position, superiors, in order 
to have the most influence, should be even stricter with 
themselves than they are with their subordinates. We can 
not make flesh of the officer and fowl of the man. ‘The 
difference must be that of degree only. We can, however, 
treat the officer like the queen bee, feeding him and hous- 
ing him separately, in order to increase the respect of those 
) ~~ A aa he may have to exercise the power of life and 

eath. 

Let us then be careful of our uniform and all that goer 
with it: remembering that it helps indicate how strongly 
we are resisting the enervating tendencies of a rapidly ad- 
vancing civilization, where boasted virility easily degen- 
erates into dreaded effeminacy.

H. Q. A., publishes the equipment 
of table-ware and kitchen utensils under par. 277 of the 
Regulations. (We omit table.) 

Articles of table-ware and kitchen utensils lost, damaged, 
broken or destroyed, through the carelessness of enlisted 
men, will be charged on the muster rolls to the men at 
fault, and a :‘statement of charges,"’ on the prescribed form, 
will be filed as a voucher with the retarn from which ary 
article so charged is dropped. 

Breakage of china and glassware not due to carelessness 
may be replaced on requisition, at the public expense, pro- 
vided it does not exceed 20 per cent. per annum of the total 
value of the outfit of china and glassware to which a mess 
is entitled. The value will be determined by prices stated in 
the price list of clothing and equipage published annually 
to the Army, and articles so replaced will be destroyed and 
dropped from returns, on proper certificates or affidavits, 
under par. 769, of the Regulations. 

Breakage in excess of 20 per cent. per annum of the value 
of china and glass outfits will be replaced on requisition 
only under extraordinary circumstances, or when the value 
of the articles has been charged against enlisted men. Requi- 
sitions therefor must clearly set forth the extraordinary 
circumstances, or that the value of the articles to be re- 
placed has been charged against enlisted men, stating to 
whom charged and upon what roll. 

Estimates and requisitions calling for articles other than 
china and glassware necessary to maintain a mess eyuipment, 
shall show clearly the necessity and propriety of such re- 
newal, and if to replace articles lost or stolen, shall be ac- 
companied by the proceedings of a board of survey, except 
in cases where the value has been charged against enlisted 


men. 

Estimates for table-ware and kitchen utensils will be made 
quarterly, commencing with the one for the fourth quarter 
of the present fiscal year, and will cover such articles only 
as, with those on hand, will complete the mess outfit as es- 
tablished by this order. To meet emergencies, special requi- 
sitions may be made, wherein shall be set forth the circum- 
stances causing such emergencies.

W. P.—Will you kindly inform me through your valuable 
paper what the government pays bandsmen in the Navy? 
Are the Navy bands graded? If so, how many grades and 
what pay does each grade receive? Do bandsmen in the 
Navy have to furnish their own clothes? Answer.—The 
grades are: Bandmasters, $52 a month; Ist musicians, : 
musicians, 1st class, $32; musicians, 2d class, $30. They re- 
ceive 30 cents per day for rations. 

W. S. B. asks: 1. In the opinion of the Bditor of the “Jour- 
nal,” what is the probabiity of the passage of the bill during 
the present session of Congress of the bill for reorganizing 
the pensonnel of the Navy?

1860, as amended by G, O. 35, A. G. O., 1892, 
prescribes that all batteries of light artillery be furnished 


with a small brass B-flat bug.e. All other troops a G trum- 
pet with an F slide, and, if desired, a detachable F crook. 
Fort troops may continue to use the drum and fifes in lieu 
thereof if desired. In infantry, musicians wear the musl- 
cian sword, with belt and plate, and rifles are issued to 
them for purposes of target practice. In light artillery 
and cavalry, musicians are equipped with sabre and re- 
volver. Batteries of artillery, acting as infantry, have ma- 
sicians equipped as infantry. 

E. A. C.—An amicable dispute has arisen in this office on 
a matter on which it is conceded you are an authority, and 
it has been decided to ask you to arbitrate. A and 
claim that the office of Lieutenant-General in the U. 8. 
Army was first held by the late Gen. U. 8. Grant. ©, on 
the contrary, holds that Gen. Winfield Scott was the 
first Incumbent of the office of Lieutenant-Generil, which 
was conferred upon him at or soon after the outbreak of 
the civil war.

Unless present financial measures should _ interfere, 
there seems to be no reason why the House should 
not pass the bill, now on the calendar, to amend sec- 
tion 1225 of the Revised Statutes so as to provide for 
the detail of officers of the Army and Navy to assist 
in military instructions in the public schools. This 
matter was referred to exclusively in last week’s Jour- 
nal, in which it was stated that the commissioners 
of the public schools of New York had applied to Sec- 
retary Lamont for the detail of an officer to their in- 
stitutions, to give military instruction to high-school 
scholars. Representative Curtis and Representative 
Mercer, of Omaha, are two strong advocates of the 
bill. The bill authorizes the President to detail non- 
commissioned officers, as well as officers, and the de- 
tails are to be made from the troops which are stu- 
tioned in the vicinity of the schools in which instruc- 
tion is required. The officers will be allowed to de- 
vote only the time necessary to the purpose. Repre- 
sentative Curtis, who was at the War Department, 
believes the bill, if enacted, would be an excellent 
thing for the country, and intends to do his best for 
its passage. Representative Mercer has already seen 
the beneficial effects of military training for school- 
boys, four companies of students in his native town 
being in charge of 1st Lieut. Julius A. Penn, 2d Inf.. 
who is stationed at Fort Omaha. Speaking on this sub 
ject, Maj.-Cen. Schofield said: ‘“‘We could not do the coun 
try a better service than to detail Army officers to duty 
as military instructors to its youth. In an annual re 
port I made more than ten years ago, I referred to this 
matter favorably, and in my last annual report I also 
spoke of it. Unfortunately we have been compelled to 
refuse a large number of requests for officers, because 
we have about reached the limit of details away from 
the Army allowed by law. As the policy of this Gov 
ernment is not to maintain a large standing army, the 
best course to pursue would be to give the youths a 
thorough knowledge of military duties. Then, in case of 
war, the recruits would have some knowledge of their 
duties, and with little practice would be sufficiently effi 
cient for all purposes. The Department has considered 
he question of detailing non-commissioned officers to this 
duty; but we have reached tke conclusion that such 
details would be unprofitable, alike to the Army and 
to the public schools. The non-commissioned officers 
are needed for duty with their organizations, and 
while they are very proficient in their own line of 
work, yet we do not believe they would fill the re 
quirements of military instructors. If, in the reorgani- 
zation of the Army, as is proposed by the bill now 
pending in Congress, an increase of force is permitted. 
we will be able to make the details requested. If 
possible, one officer would be available for duty in con- 
nection with three scholastic institutions. It might be 
possible to detail some of the officers stationed at posts 
to additional duty at schools in the immediate vicinity. 
provided such service did not interfere with the per- 
formance of their own work.

There is a movement on foot at the War Department 
to place the officers connected with the Engineer Corps 
of the Army, who have anything whatever to do with 
disbursing the funds for engineering work, under bonds. 
This has been under consideration for some time, but 
the project is taking shape, and there is a possibility 
that some results may come from the agitation. A 
list has been prepared at the War Department of dis- 
bursing officers who are bonded and who are not, and 
a copy has been transmitted to the auditor of the 
Treasury Department for his information, This official. 
it is said, has been examining into the subject pretty 
thoroughly, but whether he will advise bonding Army 
officers who disburse moneys and whose commissions 





are now their only bonds is a question. 
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NEW WEAPONS OF THE ARMY. 

Mr. Victor Louis Mason describes in the “Century” 
for February the new weapons of the United States 
Army, giving illustrations, eighteen in all, of the vari- 
ous types. Though our system of artillery, like that of 
other nations, has just emerged from the experimental 
stage, we have the comforting assurance that “the 
United States has not only provided her Army with 
material that is equal to any produced abroad, but in 
alnost every instance has outstripped the older European 
countries in the most approved engines of modern war.” 
We have an infantry rifle “that is without an equal in 
the world,” and the cartridge it fires shows a penetra- 
tion in oak of 24.2 inches, as compared with a pene- 
tration of 3.3 inches by the 45-caliber lead bullet. The 
lead bullet was propelled, in the experiments reported, 
with 69 grains of black powder, and was badly de- 
formed; the other, covered with the cupro-nickel steel 
jacket, and fired with 37 grains of Wetterin smokeless 
powder, was recovered undeformed. The soldier can 
now carry 175 rounds of ammunition where he carried 
1 before, and the’ new~- bullets will do _ far 
nore execution than the old, and do it in a gentle- 
manly and humane way, disabling, instead of killing, 
and loading an enemy down with the care of wounded 
ou a battlefield. With smokeless powder,too, there is 
but little fouling and no hiding of the field of fire with 
a thick cloud. In artillery we have the “quick-fire” 
ims, used for the protection of mine fields, and the 
“yapid-fire” auxiliary sea-coast defense guns, With 
ihese last 38 rounds per minute have been obtained. 
the quick-tire guns fire ten rounds per minute of 
$5-pound projectiles. 

An attempt is being made to adapt our field artillery 
io metallic cartridges, so that we are promised “rapid- 
fire field guns,” and rapid-fire field carriages are now 
lwing fitted with recoil cylinders attached to and form- 
ng part of the top carriage, the lower carriage being 
checked by wheel brakes. In siege guns we have the 
5-inch siege gun, the 7-inch siege mortar and the 7-inch 
siege howitzer, firing a 100-pound shell three: miles at 
the rate of one round per minute. “Too much credit,” 
says Mr. Mason, “cannot be given to the Ordnance 
Department of the Army for the development of our 
modern high-power sea-coast guns. These cannon have 
heen constructed in accordance with the plans of that 
Department, and the tests of the type 8, 10 and 12-inch 
suns have demonstrated their marked superiority in 
accuracy, endurance, power and symmetry over any 
other guns of like caliber and weight the world has 
ever seen. 

“So carefully constructed are these modern high- 
power cannon that a variation from the prescribed di- 
imeter of more than 3-1,000 of an inch in the bore or 
the shrinkage surfaces cannot be allowed. In fact, 
they are more accurately and delicately constructed 
than a watch. The charge of the 12-inch breech-load- 
ing rifle is 450 pounds of powder and a projectile of 
1,000 pounds; the required muzzle velocity is 2,100 feet 
per second, and the penetration in Creusot steel is 25 
inches at the muzzle, and 21 inches at 3,500 yards (two 
miles). With 20 degrees elevation the range is a lit- 
tle less than eight miles, and the cost of a full service 
charge is about $400.” The 8-inch ‘gun, at a range of 
one mile, kad a mean vertical deviation from the center 
of impact, and a mean horizontal deviation of .56 of a 
foot, and at 3,000 yards a mean vertical deviation of one 
foot, the horizontal deviation being 1.75 feet. At a 
range of one mile four out of the five shots struck 
within an area of 20 by 21 inches, and of eight shots, 
fired at a range of about 1% miles, six struck within 
an area of 1% by 4 feet. “So far as I am aware,” 
says Mr. Mason, “no other guns in the world of this 
class have exhibited such a high coefficient of accuracy 
under similar conditions.” 

For the defense of our coast 16 mortars, capable of 
simultaneous fire of extreme accuracy, with be grouped 
in sunken batteries or pits united under the control of 

one officer. By means of delicate instrumenfs for as- 





certaining the range and position of the enemy with 
reference to the battery (which devices will be located 
on the parapet of the mortar-pits), the commanding 
officer will be enabled to give directions for the proper 
laying (aiming) of the mortars. They will be fired in 
volley, or otherwise. Our heavy guns will be mounted 
on disappearing carriages, and in experiments in Eng- 
land hundreds of round were fired at a model of this 
gun, so arranged as to appear and disappear at proper 
intervals, the fire being from machine guns, rapid-fire 
guns and 10-inch guns. Not one projectile struck the 
model. With the Crozier-Buffington 10-inch carriage 
during the past summer the unprecedented record of 10 
rounds in 14 minutes and 42 seconds was attained, the 
sarriage being manoeuvred entirely by hand. 

We have learned, too, to fire high explosives from 
powder-guns and mortars. Shells carrying 100 pounds 
of Emmensite into the bowels of a ship are among 
the possibilities. Our new powders give excellent re- 
sults, especially the Peyton smokeless powder. All will 
agree with Mr. Mason in his conclusion that, “with a 
superior magazine small-arm, with high-power sea- 
coast and field guns inferior to none, and with the de- 
velopment of other types of implements and engines of 
war of unequalled excellence, the necessary appropria- 
tions to supply these weapons for our national defense 
should not be withheld.” 


THE ARMY IN PULPIT AND FORUM. 

Some of our New York ministers let themselves loose 
on Sunday last on the labor troubles in Brooklyn. One, 
the Rev. Thomas Dixon, in a most sensational discourse, 
said: “Your military organizations do not represent the 
people, but a class. When this class and the working 
class meet there is apt to be a clash, which may wipe 
out a whole community. The military class is a pigmy; 
the giant of this nation is the dark masses of over- 
worked men.” Another, Rey. J.A.B. Wilson, in the course 
of his sermon, said: “Every armory in this city is a men- 
ace to the liberty of the workingmen. and ought to be 
torn down. They are built to protect corporate capi- 
tal. Tear down the armories and let the city build on 
their sites ten-story tenement houses with elevators, 
The armories have all got to be razed to the ground. 
People will rise in their might and destroy them with 
their ballots.” One of the morning dailies of New York 
has hired a lawyer and issued a call for cvidence to 
enable it to prosecute members of the National Guard 
for their work in Brooklyn. 

If we had no concern except for our own interests 
we should encourage these ravers, for their action is 
directly in the line of increased need for military ser- 
vices. The doctor who advises temperance in eating 
and in drinking is true to his benevolent offic», but he 
does not thereby promote his own employment. It is 
told of the celebrated Scotch physician, Dr. Abernethy, 
or some other doctor of equal fame, that he found a 
boy breaking the windows in his neighborhood. When 
asked the reason, the lad answered that it was for the 
good of trade; his master was a glazier. Bringing his 
cane down on the glazier’s head with a resounding 
blow, the irate physician said: “That is also for the 
good of trade; I am a surgeon.” ‘The soldier profits by 
whatever disturbs civil order; but our soldiers do not 
so reason; their patriotic feeling and zeal, for good order 
in such matters dominates their selfish interests. 

The danger to liberty in this country, the danger 
to public peace, as we have so often had occasion to say, 
comes not from the soldier, but from the civilian- - 
from those who imagine that there is some easier and 
better way to secure liberty than through law. So 
thought our Southern States, and now that the recol- 
lection of their sharp experience is dying out, the 
same old delusion reappears in new forms and finds its 
advocates in the forum and in the press. It is re- 
grettable, but it is true, that some of the worst offenders 
against sobriety and charity in speech and the most de- 
liberate inciters to mob violence are those who claim 
commissions as representatives of the “Prince of 
Peace.” “Blind leaders of the blind,” their venomous 
tongues are making mischief for the country, and they 
are, to the extent of their ability, undermining the very 
foundations of liberty. The progress of civilization is 
in substituting the rule of reason and law for the 
wild behests of passion and self-assertion. 

In his speech in the House on Hawaiian affairs Jan. 
25, Hon. Roger Q. Mills said: “The President has been 
arraigned because he did not take the advice of Ad- 
miral Walker. Who is Admiral Walker? A very brave, 
a very generous, a very capable officer of high merit 
in the Navy of the United States, deserving well of 
his country; but at last Admiral Walker does not 
seem to understand that he is a subordinate officer 
of the President of the United States. I think he got 
out of the affair remarkably well. When attempting 
to play the role of a diplomat instead of a naval officer 
he was giving advice not only to the Navy Depart- 
ment, but it seems that he was giving advice outside 
as to what course should be pursued by the President 
of the United States, The President did not think 


proper to follow the advice of this subordinate officer, 
whose duty it is not to take command of the Navy, but 
to obey the President, te execute the orders of the com- 
mander-in-chief. This he failed to do. Admiral Walker 
is but a type of all the military and naval heroes in 
this and other countries. The people who erected this 
Government had a constant, living, and sleepless jeal- 
ousy of military and naval heroes. They subjected the 
military power in the Constitution and made it subordi- 
nate to civil power, because it was necessary, in order 
to preserve the liberties of the people, that the ambition 
of military and naval heroes should be kept in sub- 
jection.” Mr. Mills is an intelligent gentleman, but he 
is obviously ill-read in history, or he would know that 
it is civilian misrule and corruption that destroy the 
liberties of a people. It was Robespierre, Danton and 
Marat who made the rule of Napoleon not only possible. 
but desirable, and the existence of an immense standing 
army in France did not prevent the establishment of 
a French Republic. Nor do the present dangers to lib- 
erty in France arise from military ambition. It is the 
civilians that do all the talking and the writing, and to 
this fact is largely due the current misrepresentation. 
Was not Washington a soldier, and did he imperil the 
liberties of his country? Were they even threatened 
by Grant, or Sherman, or Sheridan? They were never 
safer than when these men commanded trained and 
seasoned soldiers counting up into the millions. This 
is a demagogue’s talk, and Mr. Mills ought to be too 
much of a man to indulge in it. The entire current 
of American history is against his statement, which is 
absolutely without foundation in anything but a per- 
verted imagination. It was the soldiers who saved the 
country from men of the stamp of Mr. Mills, and 
turned it over regenerated and renewed to a grateful 
people. The recollection of the lofty spirit of patriot- 
ism and self-negation which was displayed by our sol- 
diers at the end of our civil war should paralyze the 
tongues of men who utter such slanders as these. 
Paymaster-General Smith has completed the regu- 
lations governing the collection of the Income tax in 
the Army. The revenue to be raised from this source 
is not expected to be very large, the most accurate es- 
timate placing the sum in the neighborhood of $45,000. 
This includes the tax on salaries, mileage and com- 
mutations. From salaries alone of the officers on the 
active list, it has been computed by the Pay Depart- 
ment that only about $3,000 will be raised. Officers 
who were in the service when the old tax was in op- 
eration will remember that the tax was deducted 
monthly from their salaries. Under the new law this 
is not permitted, and following out this statute the 
regulations prepared by the Paymaster-General provide 
that paymasters shall not collect the tax until the 
amount paid an officer on account of his salary, mileage 
and commutations has reached $4,000. Then he is to 
deduct 2 per cent. until the close of the year. In the 
case of a colonel, receiving $4,500 a year salary, he 
will be paid $375 for 10 months, which will amount 
to $3,750, and the next month he will be taxed for the 
excess of $4,000, which that month’s pay will make 
for the year, and on his full pay for the last month 
of the year. There is considerable discussion at the War 
Department as to whether or not Secretary Lamont will 
adopt the Attorney-General’s decision in the Income tax 
matter, exclusively referred to in the Journal last week. 
Those who know the Secretary, however, have no 
doubt that he will adopt it. It is believed that he will 
not direct that officers be taxed on moneys received by 
them for actual transportation expenses in view of 
the provision of the Income tax law that “the neces- 
sary expenses actually incurred in carrying on any 
business, occupation or profession” shall be deducted 
when computing incomes. This question has . been 
thoroughly discussed, and it is believed that the law 
thoroughly covers this point. The Navy Department 
has referred to the Attorney-General for opinion the 
question of regulations for the Navy. It has been 
pointed out to him that there is one provision of the 
law which cannot be conveniently carried out by pay- 
masters, which provides that they shall make monthly 
returns to collectors. Most of the paymasters of the 
Navy are at sea, and will therefore be unable to com- 
ply with the terms of the law in thjs particular. This 
is one of the many questions which the Attorney-Gen- 
eral will have to wrestle with before the Income tax 
is put in operation in the Navy. 


Representative Wadsworth is being openly criticised 
by the Army for action on Tuesday last in object- 
ing to the consideration of the bill creating the rank of 
Lieutenant-General for Major-General Schofield, and 
thus throwing the bill into the committee. There is 
a strong sentiment in the House in favor of the bill, 
and the chances are that had Mr. Wadsworth not ob- 
jected, the bill would have passed and would now only 
need the President’s signature to have become a law. 
As it is now, the measure has been favorably reported 
to the House by the committee, and will be considered 
on the first day it gets the floor.

Various Naval Items. 


Experiments are to be made at the Navy Yard, Nor- 
folk, Va., with a sheathing material invented by Chief 
Engineer Philip Inch, U. 8S. N. The sheathing is said to 
be a combination of zine and tin, treated with sal am- 
moniac, and has already been tried successfully on a Bal- 
timore tug. 

A cable of Jan. 31, 1895, announces that the Japanese 
have taken Wei-Hai-Wei. Rear-Admirai Carpenter, com- 
manding the U. S. Naval force on the Asiatic Station, re- 
ports to the Navy Department, on the above date, from 
Che-F oo, that he had despatched the Yorktowa to witness 
the operations. 

Advices from Newport, R. L, announce there is a great 
scarcity in the enlistment of boys for the training service, 
over which the Naval authorities, it is said, feel much 
concerned. Some attribute the falling off of enlistment 
to be due to an alleged too rigid discipline, which curtails 
the liberty of the boys more than formerly. 

Some of the New England transportation companies, it 
is reported, have refused to carry smokeless powder and 
other explosives from Newport, R. I., w the proving 
ground at Indian Head, and the materials, it is said, now 
have to await transportation by a Government vessel, 
which causes some embarrassment to the Ordnance’ offi- 
cers, 

At a recent test of chain at the Charlestown (Mass.) 
Navy Yard, it is reported some remarkable results were 
obtained. ‘Five sections of 24-inch chain, 46 pounds to 
the link, it is said, were strained up to 80,000 pounds, 
when the officials desisted for fear of breaking the test- 
ing machine. The test was much in excess of Govern- 
ment requirements. 

The following Governments have announced their pur- 
pose to put into effect the revised international rules for 
preventing collisions at sea, drafted by the Washington 
‘Marine Conference, on March 1, simultaneously with the 
United States: France, Germany, Sweden, Russia, Por- 
tugal, Spain, Austria-Hungary, Japan, and the Nether- 
lands. The British Government will not enforce the rules 
until next fall. 

“Of all the banners which float in our narbors, next to 
our own,” says the “Daily ‘Malta Chronicle,” of Dec. 26, 
“we welcome the goodly Stars and Stripes of the United 
States, with most fraternal greeting. Blood is thicker 
than water, as one of our cousins from over the sea was 
the first to assert, and his worthy statement is proving it- 
self truer as time goes on. The U. S. cru‘ser Machias, 
under command of Captain Houston, U. S. N., arrived 
here on Saturday night, on her way to China. She will 
bear with her the good wishes of very many transatlantic 
friends, but none more sincere than those of their British 
cousins here and elsewhere. Britain and America should 
ever be side by side and shoulder to shoulder, well at the 
front ‘when trouble looms ahead, and in the coming im- 
portant eventualities we are sure that each will support 
the other.” 

Assistant Comptroller Mansur has rendered an interest- 
ing decision on a question raised by a letter from the Sec- 
retary of the Navy, regarding relics of the Kearsarge. In 
his letter, the Secretary states that he has received com- 
munications from the U. S. Consul at Colon, who states 
that certain arms have been recovered from the wreck of 
the Kearsarge, and from F. N. Lambert, an American 
citizen, residing on the Island of Grand Cayman, who has 
in his possession a large amount of property of the old 
warship. The question presented is not whether the 
United States shall purchase the articles in question, but 
whether they shall be procured by the pwyment to the 
parties who have recovered them of such reasonable and 
proper demand as they may have to make as salvors. Mr. 
Mansur holds that the matter would come under the head 
of salvage, and states, in his decision, that the appropria- 
tion for the Naval service, approved July 26, 1894, the 
appropriation for “pay, miscellaneous,” under the sub- 
head, “Recovery of valuables from shipwrecks,” is broad 
enough to authorize the payment by the Secretary of such 
amount salvage, and on such articles as, in his judg- 
ment, is just and advisable under all the circumstances of 
the case.

THE FAST CRUISER NEW YORK. 

Both Admiral Meade and Captain Robley D. Evans are 
enthusiastic over the performance of the cruiser New York 
on a trial which occurred Jan. 12 while that vessel was en 
route from New York to Hampton Roads. Rear Admiral! 
Meade’s indorsement on the report is very flattering to the 
cruiser. It reads: “Approved and forwarded, except that 
I do not agree with Captain Evans as to the ship’s probable 
speed of 22 knots. I think 21 knots the very outside limit, 
and that, with the ship’s present force, could not be sus- 
tained for many hours, owing to the difficulty of serving 
rapidly the furnace fires.’’ The official report of Captain 
Evans is as follows: “I have the honor to state that on 
Jan. 12, 1895, I gave the U. S. S. New York, under my com- 
mand, a full speed, natural draught trial, and submit the 
following report: The bottom of the ship was clean, she 
having been recently painted at the New York Navy Yard. 
The weather was clear and cold, with light, variable winds, 
mostly from east to southeast. The sea. was smooth, 
with a long and at times heavy grounf swell from 
the eastward. The engines were started ahead and 
gradually worked up to full speed at 10 a.m., when 
near the Sandy Hook Lightship. A course southeast 
was steered, in order to get deep water as soon as possible. 
When 25 miles off shore the course was changed to south- 
west by south, and the run continued until 8 p. m., when 
we were up with Winter Quarter Shoal. The average speed 
for the run was 18 knots, the maximum being 19.6. The 
machinery worked well in all parts, and the fireroom force 
was ample for the purpose. The firerooms were cool and 
the men seemed to enjoy the work. The swell was of such 
a nature that she took water over her stern and onto the 
forecastle deck in small quantities, enough only to keep her 
forard deck wet. The run of the coal from the bunkers 
was used as directed by regulations, and no assistance from 
the deck force was found necessary in handling the same. 
The coal used caused considerable clinker, and after four 
hours it was found impossible to remove the clinker from 
the back of the furnaces, as the slice bars would slide up 
over it. The fronts were kept clear. With Pocahontas coal 
and similar conditions I believe the New York could main- 
tain an average speed of 19 knots under natura! 
draught and probably 22 knots under forced draught. 
In my opinion the trial above recorded demonstrates that 
the New York is, beyond question, the fastest vessel of her 
class in the world, and oa capable of doing the 
work for which she was designed. I beg to assure the De- 
partment that I feel deeply the honor of such a command.” 

Passed Assistant Engineer F. J. Schell also made a re- 
port on the performance of the engines during the trial. 
His report reads: “I have the honor herewith to transmit 
the data of the trial of this vessel, made on the 12th inst., 
and to make the following report: The period covered was 
from 11 a. m. to 8 p. m. During this time half-hourly ob- 
servations were made as far as possible. The average indi- 
cated horse-power for the main engines is 7,170.78. The col- 
lective indicated horse-power for the main engines, air ana 
circulating pumps is 7,212.78. In obtaining the average for 
the main engines, the cards were taken as a basis, as the 
revolutions of the engines then approached the average num- 
ber quite closely. The horse-power of each cylinder was in- 
creased in the ratio of the cubes of the revolutions for the 
average indicated horsepower. The following auxiliaries, in 
addition to air and circulating pumps, were in use: One 
electric light engine, one ice machine, four ventilating en- 
gines, one flushing pump, three main feed pumps, four 
engine-room bulge pumps, one auxiliary condenser, one steer- 
ing engine. A portion of the five room blowers were run by 
direction of Chief Engineer Lowe during the first part of 
the trial; those in No. 1 fireroom, where the draught was 
poor, on account of the ventilators being masked by a screen 
on the bridge, were run until 2 p. m. The horse-power of 
the auxiliaries was estimated partly from the data of the 
contractors’ official trial and partly from indicator cards 
taken at various times. It is not practicable to indicate them 
during the trial. Bituminous coal of good quality was 
used. The average amount of coal burned per hour was 7.85 
tons. Taking the average speed at 18 knots, this gives 2.29 
knots per ton of coal. /

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ARMY REORGANIZATION BILL. 


The House Committee,on Military Affairs made a 
favorable report on Thursday on the bill for the reor- 
ganization of the Army, which was recommended by 
the War Department. The bill as reported was some- 
what changed from the original draft heretofore printed 
jp the Journal. Though it will be difficult at this time 
in the session to secure action of the House upon this 
reorganization measure, Chairman Outhwaite is deter- 
mined to press it. There is a strong element in the 
House opposed to any increase whatever in the Army, 
put as the pending bill provides for an increase of but 
5,000 men, the members of the Military Committee are 
in hopes that they will be able to overcome objections 
and secure favorable action on the bill. On the whole, 
however, the outlook is not very favorable, and Mr. 
Outhwaite and his associates on the committee will 
he agreeably surprised if they are able to pass the Dill. 

The bill does not strictiy follow the line recom- 
mended by the Secretary of War in his report. That 
report accepts the present number of regiments of ar- 
tillery and infantry. The committee’s bill fixes the 
infantry at twenty-four regiments of three battalions 
with four companies each, giving the net increase of 
twenty-eight companies of infantry, and the increase of 
artillery by one regiment, and by two field batteries in 
each regiment, which will provide for only such an in- 
crease as will be demanded in the near future for our 
sea-coast defences, as weil as the present organization 
of that arm of the Service. 

A table, furnished by the Paymaster-General, shows 
that the proposed changes will result in an increased ex- 
penditure of $1,195,902.16. Of this increase over $800,- 
) will arise on account of the additional enlisted men 
and non-commissioned officers, and the better pay of 
some of the latter. The committee make a strong ar- 
gunent in support of the increase for non-commis- 
sioned officers. 

The committee incorporated extracts from the repori 
submitted by the Senate Committee in the 52d Congress 
in favor of the three-battalion organization, and also 
the memorandum prepared by the War Department 
time ago by Major Davis, and published at the 
time in the Journal. 

Each company of artillery has now three lieutenants, 
while but two are allowed to companies in other arms 
of the Service. This has resulted in greatly delaying 
promotion in the artillery, and to such an extent as to 
affect injuriously its efficiency. ‘The bill dispenses with 
all but twelve or less of these additional lieutenants. 

With regard to the original vacancies in the grade of 
Captain, the committee have adopted the rule of senior- 
ity by length of commissioned service in the Regular 
Army, and not by seniority as determined by the pres- 
ent lineal list. In support of this action the report says: 


sone 


‘In previous legislation Congress has_ often recognized 
he just claims of officers who propose to devote their lives to 
the military service by providing that vacancies newly created 
should be filled by officers that held commissions therein, or 
hose having had service in the volunteer army. At the time 
ef the reorganization.of the Army in 1870, when officers from 
the volunteer army were given commissions in the Regular 
Army, consideration was generally given for their former ser- 
viees, not to a direct extent, but such value was given to it 
is could be under the circumstances. To app.y the rule of 
promotion by seniority by length of service in the Regular 
Army to officers of a higher grade than Captain, might re- 
sult in serious disturbances to the present relative rank of 
many of those officers, and might injuriously and unfairly af- 

t quite a number of them. But the same objections can- 

obtain to any great extent as app:ying to the rule for the 

promotion of 1st Lieutenants to Captaincies. Prior to the 
act of Oct. 1, 1890, promotions were regimentally from 2d 
Lieutenants to Captain, inclusive, and thus in the respective 
arms at large. From this resulted much inequality in the 
advancement of Lieutenants of different regiments,and there- 
after the Captains and field officers. In numerous cases those 
who were younger men, and who entered the artillery years 
after others, were, by accidents of regimental promotion, 
carried to positions on the lineal list before the latter. ‘Tims 
was a hardship to the officers adversely affected. ‘hey bore 

without murmuring, fee‘ing that it was a chance they took 
upon entering the Service. Original vacancies, however, are 
such as were not contemplated when officers entered the Ser- 
vice. No one can lay legal claims to these vacancies nor can 
iny one ‘ay equitable claim to them. The adoption of the 
rule proposed by the committee will afford many opportunities 
to do away with inequalities which have been quite severe 
upon some officers, and will deprive no others of the'r just 

g As a general thing, those longest in commission are 
ere in years, thence, if they are placed ahead of their 
juniors ins Service, they will retire before the latter. offering 
them opportunity for promotion. But if seniority by 
lineal list be taken as the rue, many instances will arise 
wherein young men who have gained an advantage in their 
present rank from their elders in years and seniors in length 
of service through regimental promotion will be secured in 
these accidental preferences and will, under the operation 
f retiring laws, effectively bar the way .of the latter to the 
higher grades. With those of less service and years, the 
question as a rule is simply one of certain promotion tem- 
porarily deferred, while with those of longer service it is 
f promotion now or not at all. Can any doubt arise as to 
where the equities generally lie? 

lo the case of one class of artillery officers this reasoning 
iyplies with peculiar force—to the ‘first lieutenants of that 
irm who were such Oct. 1, 1890, when the law practically 
breaking up regimental promotions went into effect. Some 
lecree of uncertainty exists as to the prospects of these 
fi lieutenants under existing laws. No one man ¢an say in 
what regiment promotions to captaincies will be most rapid; 
I as a general rule it will prove to be true that those in 
this class, who have been longest in the commission, will be 
first to obtain the highest grade. This results from the fact 
that the relatively oldest captains in commission as such 
ire in the same regiments with the first lieutenants who 
have been longest in the service. When second lieutenants 
in one regiment reach first lieutenants before their seniors 

another regiment of their arm, it will be found to result 
largely from the promotion of junior officers to captaincies 
in the former. The oversianughted lieutenants must bear 
he temporary inconvenience, but they know, while the'r jun- 
tors are thus preceding them to first lieutenancies, thai -in 
their own regiments are the older captains in commission, 
and who go up by the arm, not by the regiment: conse- 
quently, when captains are to be promoted to field officers. for 
which there are several opportunities in this billor are to b° re- 
tire, as surely will come tn time, they real'ze that they oil! in 
‘!! probability recoun upon and pass by their temporarily 
more fortunate first lientenant brethren. : 











In certain artillery regiments, in times past, younger men 
and men of relative.y less service and experience, haye gone 
over the heads of senior Lieutenants in the regiment; but the 
time has noW arrived when, according to all ay y= cal- 
cuations, this scar is to be covered up and the first lieuten- 
ants of the latter reg'ments are passing or about to pass in 
turn those who jumped over them and so first obtained Cap- 
taincies. ‘This fact constitutes the only professional hope of 
eee ‘onger-service men, several of whom were in the Civil 
War.

That all original vacanctes in the grade of cap- 
tain of cavalry, artillery and infantry created or caused by 
this act shall be filled by the promotion according to senior- 
ity by length of commissioned service in the Regular Army 
of the first lieutenants of cavalry, artillery and infantry. 
each to his own arm of the service. 

Sec. 14. That all promotions of officers resulting from the 
passage of this act shall be subject to the existing provisions 
of law governing examinations for promotion. 

Sec. 15. That after the original vacancies created or 
caused by this act shall have been filled, future promotions 
in the several arms of cavalry, artillery and infantry shall 
be by seniority from the next lower grade in the said re- 
spective arms: Provided, That the promotions to the grade 
of captain shall be according to the length of commis- 
sioned service in the Regular Army. 

Sec. 16. That no appointment to the grade of first leu- 
tenant in the artillery shall be made until the first lieuten- 
ants now in the service, who become supernumerary by the 
organization herein provided. shall bave been absorbed: and 
the original vacancies in the grade of second lieutenant 
ereated or caused by this act shall be filled as now author- 
ized by law, 

Sec. 17. That the pay of a veterinary surgeon shal! be 
$10) per month: the pay of the quartermaster sergeant of a 
regiment shall be $34 per month. and the pay of the ser- 
geant-major shall be 336 per month. 

Sec. 18. That all laws or parts of laws Inconsistent with 
this act are hereby repealed.

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THE STATE TROOPS. 


New York Troops in Active Service. 


The troops of the 1st and 2d Brigades, of New York, who 
have performed active service in Brooklyn in keeplug order 
during the strike of surface railroad employees, have gained 
experience which should prove of value to them. The neces- 
sity of having competent officers in charge of commissary 
supplies, who should have arrangements at all times whereby 
they can secure a supply of rations upon short notice, was 
again demonstrated. Happily most commands profited by the 
experience of the sudden call to Buffalo in 1892, and those 
officers who have followed the instructions of Adjutant- 
General Porter in G. O. 5, March 22, 1898, concerning pro- 
visioning troops, found no difficulty in securing ample sup- 
plies. Officers who followed this order implicitly are loud in 
their praises of its value, as it provided in every detail for 
all the rations needed,. The field outfit and personal mess 
kits proved a veritable godsend, and with the simple grate 
bars the companies drawing rations in kind, found no diffi- 
culty in covoking. Much has been said and written about 
what the National Guardsman didn’t know about cooking, 
but the fact has been amply demonstrated that all that was 
needed was the wherewith. In every company were found 
some handy men with a requisite knowledge of the culinary 
art, and they performed the cooking in a manner that left 
little to be desired, especially in the commands who saw ser- 
vice in the Buffalo strike. Several detachments of troops 
found it more expedient to make arrangements to feed their 
commands at a hotel at the same price per diem as allowed 
for the State ration, and did so. 

It is understood that the 2d Brigade staff as a body at the 
outset proved utterly Incompetent, and but for the help of 
the Ist Brigade staff it is said matters would have been in 
a beautiful tangle. Officers competent to judge claim that 
had the troops of the 2d Brigade been properly disposed of, 
they should have been ample to meet the emergency, with 
perhaps the assistance of one regiment or the troop from the 
ist Brigade, and as it was, several regiments had little to do. 
At a number of the outposts and headquarters it is asserted 
there were too many men on guard in a bunch, especiaily 
considering the fact that there was no general riot, and 
patrols should have been sent out along the streets in the 
vicinity of the headquarters of the troops earlier than was 
done, in order to keep the crowds moving; had this been 
done the congregation of crowds around the headquarters 





could have been avoided. The huddling of so many 
armed men together, in the presence of a_ crowd 
that was practically unarmed, did not inspire’ the 
onlookers with an appreciation of the ability of the 


troops to take care of themselves except when in large num- 
bers, and the many shots fired by the troops without hitting 
any of the rioters did not help matters. 

In one peaceful district several linemen were at work 
guarded by some 25 guardsmen where a half-dozen should 
have been ample for protection, A wagon with supplies was 
seen going through the same district with a number of 
guardsmen in it, with rifles pointed around in all directions 
and the streets practically empty. Such scenes as these 
only reflect on the men of the Guard, and the tougher eie- 
ment is encouraged by it. Happily the men on guard who 


imagined that every respectabie woman or man who ap- 
proached them were assassins or dynamiters were in the 
minority, and the general deportment of the guards and 


patrols throughout the two brigades was most commendable. 

The artillery could certainly have best been ordered for 
duty as infantry, or better yet, as cavalry, if a sufficient 
number of capable horsemen were in their ranks. Under the 
circumstances the bringing of the several pieces of artillery 
on the scene was useless. The official returns will show that 
over 0 per cent. on an average from each organization re- 
ported for duty, and this record changed but little during the 
week, The men were cheerful and obedient, and many of 
them on duty for the first time wore shoes with thin soles 
totally unfit for winter service. By the kindness of the 
Citizens’ Committee of Brooklyn, a.m, a number of 
arctic overshoes were sent to the different commands, and 
given out to the men who needed them most 

While the strikers had the sympathy of a large portion of 
Brooklyn's population, in so far as their demands for an in- 
crease of wages were concerned, the percentage that voun- 
tenanced law-breaking was very small, and the crowds that 
assembled were, in most cases, impelled by curiosity. The 
small ‘boy made himself particularly conspicuous and ob- 
noxious, and a large amout of the stone-throwing was done 
by youngsters, It was indeed surprising to see so many in- 
telligent and well-dressed boys engaged in this pastime. In 
the guard and patrol duty, the man who showed firmness, 
with a reasonable politeness, in nearly all cases got along 
all right, and experienced little difficulty. It was a duty 
which called for plenty of discretion, especially as there 
was no attempt or desire, on the part of the populace, to 
create disorder, but only on the part of the strikers and 
their sympathizers in spasmodie attempts. 

12TH, 22D AND TIST REGIMENTS. 

The l2th, 22d and 7ist Regiments had very little trouble 
4s a whole, and they had really nothing to do after the first 
24 hours that the police force of the city should not have 
been able to perform easily. These commands almost imme- 
diately won-the people in their locality, who tried in many 
Ways to make things pleasant for them. 

The 22d Regiment did not load a gun during its entire 
tour of duty; its pickets and patrols were firm and polite, 
and in our tour around the several localities where troops 


were stationed, we observed no difficulty in keeping order 
and crowds moving, where common-sense was used. The 
i2th Regiment also got along without loading their guns, 


und found no trouble in keeping order. A sentry of the 7th 
Regiment, on duty last Saturday evening in the vicinity of 
a calcium light, seeing three young women standing around 
ugainst orders, told them to move on, and when they failed 
to obey, he pointed his rifle at them. Some of the man’s 
comrades who saw the act were highly indignant and wanted 
tv report him to a superior who could teach him a little 
“horse-sense."" Such examples, however, were rare, and 
the duty of the 7th was performed with the finish and pro- 


ficiency for which it is justly renowned. There has been 
some criticism on the shooting by the pickets of the 7th 
of two men who failed to halt when commanded, 


but the men brought it on themse!ves, and’ the regiment is 
in no way responsible. The shooting might have been 
avoided, and the men held up at the point of the bayonet, or 
knecked down with a gun, especially as the men shot, from 
all accounts, offered no show of hostility. On the other hand, 
it may be argued that the night being a very dark one, a 
couple of men walking out from a disorderly crowd, although 
they exhibited no weapons and betrayed no signs of hos- 
tility, might have had dynamite on ‘their versons, which 
they could use more effectively when gett ng nearer the 
lines, and that the risk of allowing any man to approach at 
such times, when repeatedly ordered to halt, was one that 
it would be most unwise to take. 

The quarters of the troops varied with the localities, but in 
some instances where the troops made their headquarters at 
the depots of the trolley lines, the companies acted towards 
them in the most selfish manner, and in some cases even re- 
fused the use of comfortable quarters, which, however, when 
found, were properly taken possession of by the military even 
against the wishes of the representatives of the companies. 

Dhe 12th Regiment, which at Buffalo had the worst situated 
and unhealthiest camp ground, in the Brooklyn campaign came 
ont very fortunate, and largely by its own enterprise. Their 
headquarters was the old armory of the 13t! Regiment 
which had been vacant for some months. This was found to 
be in a filthy condition, littered up with all manner of rubbish. 
The men were at once set to work to clean and disinfect the 
quarters, and Lieutenant Crocker and Sergegnt Long with 
another detail of men got the boilers and steam pipes in order 
and the leaks in the roof were also repaired. he outposts 
of the regiment, established by the different companies, the 
farthest of which was some two miles off, was a sight to 
see. Co. had possession of a vacant wooden house. Co. 
I had a handsome new stone dwelling with bath, heaters, etc 
Oo, A was quartered in the chapel of St. Luke’s Memoriai 
Ohurch. Co, E was in a private stable. Cos. B and G were 
in vacant stores on Myrtle Ave., using the upper floor for 


seeping apartments, and so on. The commissa arrange- 
ments were perfect, and were looked after by mmiesery 


Schiefflin and Sergeant Dolan. with the necessary 


assistants. 
It was found, canes 


as the outposts were so scattered, that the de- 


livery of rations could best be made once a 
done, each company hours in ad- 
vance. These consisted of beef, cans, sugar, coffee, tea, chops, 
milk, jellies, apples, oranges, ca , bread, onions, chip- 

. tatoes, » , beefst oatmeal, and various 
canned goods. Although we arrived at the regimental head- 
quarters, after the hour of dining, the Commissary Department 
quickly oe a tempting dinner, including soup, mutton 
chops, coffee and raspberry jam. What was experienced by 
the 12th, as to quarters and rations, was experienced by 
some of the other commands, and all were amply supplied 
with rations. 





7TH, 23D, AND TROOP A. 

Despite some ideas to the contrary, the men of the 7th 
adapted themselves to the situation as readily as veterans, 
and cheerfully performed every routine, from sweeping dirty 
cars and stables to standing guard in the cold and slush. 
Troop A had very extensive quarters, which were connected 
by baer ig direct with brigade headquarters. The old stables 
occupied by the troop, had to be cleaned out and kept in 
order, which was done by the troopers, and no stables any- 
where could have been found in a cleaner condition than 
those of Troop A. The work of the troop cannot be too 
highly praised, and it stands out among any organization on 
duty. The patrol work of the organization averaged some 
days from 75 to 100 miles, and at times six of its men have 
dispersed a mob of several thousand. Its work in this re- 
spect, considering the number of men, excelled any organ- 
ization on the ground, and shows the value of a mounted 
organization for such work, when properly trained, and com- 
manded by an officer of Captain Roe’s ability. His men 
were alert, polite and cool-headed, and full of good humor, 
as well as thoroughly disciplined. By the courtesy of the 
proprietor of a Swiss watch factory across from the stables 
of the troop, 75 of the members —_ on his premises at his 
own invitation, one platoon being held in the stable ready 
for a sudden call. One hundred and eleven men of the 
troop were on duty out of 112 on the roll. 

In speaking of the work of the several commands, that of 
the 23d Regiment is certainly worthy of special mention, 
and the patrol work of the command was executed with the 
most commendable intelligence and effectiveness. Althvugh 
some very tough customers were met, it was found that a 
polfte command and an occasional use of the butt of a gun 
“was all that was required. The throwing of missiles on the 
men of the regiment from the windows and roofs was 
stopped without terrorizing an entire neighborhood and 
shooting at old women cleaning windows. The 23d can cer- 
tainly be proud of the judgment it used in the performance 
of its duty, which stamps it as one of the most reliable 
commands in the State. 

The value of the permanent squad formation was amply 
demonstrated by those commands who followed it out. The 
signal men of the two brigades proved very valuable in 
keeping up communication at the headquarters of the differ- 
ent commands and attending to the telegraphy. Lieutenant- 
Colonel Smith, of the 7th, in being detailed to command the 
69th Battalion, at the request of Major Duffy, accomplished 
some good work, but it was evident that considerable re- 
form is needed before the 69th can be classed among the 
reliable commands. The quarters of some portions of the 
battalion were in a very bad condition when taken posses- 
sion of, but it served to give the men plenty of work in 
house-cleaning, and the knowledge gained of camp hygiene 
should be of service. The quarters of Co. A, which came 
under our observation, had been very carefully cleaned, and 
the sanitary arrangements looked after. There was hardly 


a command in the field that did not have to turn to and 
sweep and clean and cart away from its quarters large 
quantities of dirt and refuse. As far as could be learned 


the companies that cooked for themselves fared much better 
than the several commands that had their meals cooked in 
the armories. One fact that speaks well for the superior 
discipline of the New York troops, is the very little drunken- 
ness that was observed. Out of some 7,000 men it is reason- 
able to suppose that there are a few who took a drop too 
much, but the several cases that were noticeable occurred 
while off duty. The percentage of attendance aggregated 
over 90 per cent., and the promptitude of assembly could 
not be improved, particularly that of the Ist Brigade, fully 
provided for the field. This brigade was relieved from duty 
on Jan, 28. 

On Jan, 30, from a military standpoint, the situation in re- 
gard to the strike remains unchanged. The Ist Brigade be- 
ing withdrawn from the scene naturally made more work for 
the Brooklyn regiments, partly because more territory had 
to be covered. While in general things are more quiet, yet 
there is considerable work for the svld‘ers at the various 
camps. The outposts are to a large extent drawn in, and 
in most cases a very small guard is doing sentry duty at a 
tUme; still, the fact remains that the troops are on duty, 
whether in their respective armories awaiting orders, or sitting 
around their campfires, or sleeping in the railroad depots, they 
are prevented from returning to their homes and resum ‘ng 
their daiy occupations. One thing should be said in connec- 


tlon with this most important feature of the call for their 
services, in many instances members of the National Guard 
will lose their positions, and that, in a great many cases, 


means their all. The law cannot compel an employer to keep 
a man if he feels like Giocharging him because he left his 
work to respond to the call for his services to preserve law 
and order, yet he shoud consider that if lawlessness and riot 
were not put down and the lawless element got the upper 
hand, where would his business then go to. 





Naval Militia. 

MASSACHUSETTS.—The officers of the Naval Brigade 
dined on the evening of Jan. 25 at the Exchange Club. The 
new banquet hall was much admired, and the dinner ad- 
mirably served. The officers appeared in “social dress’’ uni- 
form he the first time. Admiral George E. Belknap was 
the only guest of the evening, and read a paper which re- 
ferred particularly to naval militia, the dependence of the 
English and French navies on a reserve force (in time of 
war) and the absolute necessity of the U. S. Navy having 
some means of speedily expanding and manning all the ships 
required without a delay that might prove fatal to the 
country. The Admiral then compared the Japanese and Chi- 
nese in naval matters, giving great credit to the former for 
their progress in everything pertaining to war. The per- 
sonal acquaintance which Admiral Belknap has had with the 
officers of high rank in both countries make him especially 
well qualified to speak on the subject. He said he was 
heartily in favor of the naval militia, and accepted an in- 
vitation extended by Captain Weeks, who presided, to attend 
the next dinner, when Capt. Henry C. Taylor, U. S. Navy. 
President of the Naval War College, will present a general 
plan for the defence of the coast of Massachusetts.

lee has for the past four years served as Assistant Adjutay; 
and Inspector-General, and is deservedly popular in every 
section of the State, The following resolutions, signed }y 
the officers of the Ist Infantry, have been forwarded to thy 
Governor in Atlanta: 

First—That we recognize in Lieutenant Satterlee an Officer 
particularly well qualified for this work. During his q. 
ministration in Georgia he has succeeded in building up th 
character and efficiency of the Georgia troops, and riising 
them to a standard of excellence with which their cong. 
tion at the time of his first arrival in Georgia cannot 
compared. His technical knowledge, bis character, his gy. 
dierly qualities, his thorough sympathy with the volunteer, 
and, above all, his tact and untiring zeal, industry ayy 
earnestness, eminently qualify him for a post of this king 
His work is not yet finished; progress is being made unde 
his guiding hand from day to day. The relations existing 
between him and the volunteer troops are of the most coy. 
dial and sympathetic nature. His four years’ residence jy 
Georgia has only served to make him better qualified, eve, 
than he was before, to continue this work. No man, however 
skillful or able he may be, can so well perform his duty, 
coming to it as new work, as can Lieutenant Satterlee, now 
sv thoroughly familiar with it, and so completely imbued 
with the spirit of it. 

Second—This board respectfully makes known to His Ry. 
cellency the Governor of the State its desire that Lieuten. 
ant Satterlee may be retained in his present position as long 
as possible, and earnestly requests that he will make promp 
application to the War Department for an extension of Liev. 
tenant Satterlee’s detail for a further term of four years, 
and will request our Senators and Representatives in Con. 
gress to use their exertions in this behaif. 

The Savannah Volunteer Guards (lst Separate Battalion) 
will hold a fair in their arsenal at Savannan, beginning [ey, 
5, for the purpose of raising funds to reduce the indebted. 
ness of the corps. This battalion has one of the finest ar. 
mories in the South, and Lieut.-Col. William Garrard, wiy 
is their commander, is one of the leading officers in the State. 

Lieutenant Satterlee has returned from Brunswick, where 
he has been to inaugurate the organization of the Naval 
Battalion, G. V. Troop F, 1st Regiment Cavalry, has been 
transferred from that arm, and all the men, with an addi- 
tion of 10 recru.ts, have enlisted in Co. A, Naval Battalion, 
Frank D. Aiken; ist Lieutenant of the old troop, will prob- 
ably be elected Lieutenant commanding. As yet no Lieuten- 
ant, Junior Grade, or Ensign has been decided upon. The 
men have been measured, and their uniforms ordered, and 
probably by May 1 they will be in condition for the Goy- 
ernor to make requisition on the general government for arms 
and equipments. This troop is in good shape to make this 
change, having their own well-fitted armory, the money with 
which to pay for their new uniforms, and, besides this, above 
all, they have the sentiment of the people and press of 
Brunswick with them. Lieutenant Satterlee had expected 
to organize a company of the Naval Battalion in Savannah, 
but the expected recruits were mostly gobbled up by Co. E, 
Ist Inf., Capt. J. F. Brooks. Co. E is probably the most 
thorough, best disciplined and equipped of any*in the state 
service. They have a company fund of $1,200, have recently 
replaced their old uniforms of blue blouse and grey trousers 
with the state regulation, and have bought and paid for 
overcoats and mess outfit. There is now being prepared 
“Regulation for the Georgia Volunteers,’”’ and they will 
probably be ready for distribution in 60 or 90 days. They 
are compiled from general orders from the Adjutant-General’s 
office, from Acts of the Legislature and regulations pre- 
scribed by the Governor. It is to be hoped these Regulations 
will be as complete and definite as they can be made, and 
cover as near as possible everything pertaining to the ser- 
vice. As near as can be judged from the manuscript in its 
incomplete state, the work will be something like the Law 
and Regulations of the Connecticut N. G., with the omission 
of as complete chapters on discipline, rank and command, 
and interior economy, and the entire omission of courts- 
martial and military boards, and the various blank forms 
printed in the work referred to. These Regulations are being 
prepared by the individual efforts of Ist Lieut. C. B. Satter 
lee, 3d Art., U. S. A., on duty with the troops of this state, 
and demonstrates the usual indefatigable labor and tireless 
interest which this industrious and able officer has put Into 
whatever he has undertaken during his four years’ service 
with the Volunteers. 

The City Council of Atlanta has appropriated $2,400 for 
the current year for the rent of an armory or armories for 
the Volunteers stationed in the city. That this action on 
the part of the present municipal administration is approved 
by the community, is demonstrated by the fact that, al- 
though there has been considerable kicking on the appor- 
tionment sheet for the year, cutting down the amounts for 
some of the departments, nothing has been said about this, 
which is an entirely new appropriation. The city is to be 
commended for its policy in inaugurating this movement in 
Georgia, and the Volunteers are to be congratulated for se- 
curing support, in a substantial way, from a community 
whose peace and property they may be at any time called 
upon to protect. $2,400 is, indeed, a small sum, when com- 
pared to the thousands that New York, Philadelphia, and 
other Northern cities appropriate for the National Guard 
stationed in their midst. But when it is considered that 
Atlanta is one of the first—probably the first city in the 
South—to recognize the importance of sustaining the organ- 
ized militia, it will be seen she has acted in her usual liberal 
and progressive manner. The money will be expended under 
conditions and regulations to be prescribed by a _ board 
consisting of one member of the general council. probably 
ex-Captain Miller, of the Horse Guard, and three officers. 
as follows: Col. John S. Candler, commanding the 5th Regt.; 
Capt. John S. Dozier, commanding the Horse Guard, and 
Capt. Joseph F. Kempton, commanding the Atlanta Artillery. 
With the money in the hands of these gentlemen, the city 
and the troops may rest satisfied it will not be uselessly 
spent.

THE STARVING NAVAJOS. 


Philadelphia, Jan. 9, i805 
To ihe Editor of the Army and Navy Jovenul: 

Dear Sir.—I feel justified in appealing to ‘he cnaritably dis- 
pos.d public through your kindness, on vehalf of the stary- 
ing Navajo Indians, for such contributions as may be given 
to relieve the most pressing and serious cases of destiti ticn 
amoug them. I ask on behalf of this Association that con- 
tributions of money should be sent, payable to my coder as 
Secretary. Such funds I will use promtly, thriga re'iubly 
persont on the Navajo Reservation, for the purpose sr ecified. 

The essential facts of the case may be briefly given. On 
Dec. 12, 1894, I issued an appeal to the friends of the 
Indians to urge upon Congress, through their individual 
representatives ,and upon the Indian Bureau, an appropria- 
tion of $25,000 to relieve starvation among the Navajos, 
threatened by the total failure of their crops. Captain Will- 
ilams, the Army officers acting as their agent, wrote me: 
“The destitute are living on the charity of those who have 


something, but the resources of these latter will soon be 
exhausted, being very limited. All of them will then have 
to face starvation unless some speedy provision be made 
for their relief. I have only the regular supply necessary 
for the help of the small number of poor in ordinary years, 
and this is nothing to what is required now.” In answer 
to this appeal hundreds of letters were written to mem- 
bers of Congress and to the Indian Office, urging action. 
At a later date I visited the Indian Commissioner upon 
this matter. He told me that he believed Captaln Williams 
had been too short a time in charge of the Navajos to under- 
stand fully their their condition; that he would do every- 
thing in his power to relieve whatever want might exist 
among them, but he wished to avoid putting the Indians 
on rations lest they should become pauperized. 

Since then Mr. Thomas V. Keam, of Keams Canon, Arizona, 
a competent authority, has written me: “I fully agree with 
you that something sbould be done by the Government to 
assist those of the trive who are now suffering, and many 
others that will be in the same condition before the winter 
is over.”’ 

I have also received reliable information that Captain 
Williams has been admonished by the Secretary of ar, 
upon the request of the Secretary of the Interior, to’ “hold 

nocorrespondence with outside parties on official business 
which is to receive action by Congress.’’ This means, I 
presume, that he is not to appeal further to the Indian 
Rights Association calling for relief to the starving Nava- 
jos. But we have other sources of information. A lady 
engaged as a teacher upon the reservation, writes: “If you 
were here and could see the suffering among the Navajos, 
it would cause your heart to ache. They are starving and 
come to me beg for something to eat, and language can- 
not describe my heart's pain when I am obliged to refuse 
them. I sometimes wish I were where | could not witness 
so much miseray, being powerless to help them. Oh! some- 
thing must be done for them. To think we are living amon 
people who are literally starving to death. I have visit 
a number of their Hogans and found nothing whatever to 
eat. In one Hogan I saw a horse’s head, which showed 
they had killed one to eat. They have killed most of their 
sheep and goats and are now killing their horses.” 

Commissioner Browning writes me, under date of Jan. 
5: “I am giving earnest support to aiding the Navajos in 
the way that I think will be best for them.’’ But it seems 
clear to me that in addition to what the Government may 
do there is need for immediate independent action. I there- 
fore issue this appeal, so that the association may be able 
to empower trustworthy persons resident upon the reserve 
to relieve through the generosity of the public the most 
serious and pressing cases of want.
